DIRECTIVE 70s The Secretary cf State 
fhe Seerstary of Defense 
fhe DMrector of Central Intelligence 


It is the purpose :f this directive to authorize ard provide for the 
mere effective planning, coordination andi conduct, within the framework of 
approved national policies, cf psyctolorical operations. 


There is hereby established a Psychological Stratecy Beard responsible, 
within the purposes and terms ef this directive, for the formulation and 
premugation, as guidance tc the departments and agencies responsible for 
payehological operations, of overmall national psychological objectives, 
policies, ami programs, and for the coordination ami evaluation of the 
national psycholo ical effort. 


fhe Board will report to the National Security Council on the Board's 
activities ard on ite evaluation of the national psychological operaticns, 
inoluding isplementation of approved objectives, policies, and programe 
by the departments and ageneles con * 


For the purposes of this directive, paycholocical operations shall 
inglude all activities (otzer than overt types of eacnomic warfare) envisioned 
ender HSC S9/L and NC 10/2 the operational planning and exeention of which 
amall remain, subject to this directive, as therein assigned.

ae The Undersecretary cf State, the Deputy Secretary of Defense, and 
the Direster of Central Intelli-ences ors an their absence, 'ceir appropriate 
agai gnesss 


b. An appropriate representative ef the head of each such other de~ 
partment or agency cf the Coverrment as may, from time to time, be determined 
by the Board. 


The Board shall designate one of its mesbors as Chairman. 

A representative of the Joint Chiefs of Staff shall sit with the Board 
as its principal ailitary adviser in order that the Board may ensure that its 
ebjectives, policies ard programs shall be related to approved plans for 
military operations. 


theve ig established under the Board a Director who shall be designated 
by the President and woo shall receive compensation of $16,000 per year. ‘The 
Direetor shall direct the activities under the Board. In earrying cut this

as the Board may direst. 


The Director, within the limits of funds and persome) nade available 
ty the Seard for this purpose, shall organise end direct a ataff te assiet in 
earrying out his resporsibilities. The Birestor shall determine the orvzenize 
tion ard qualifications of the staff, which may include individuals employed 
fer this purpose, including partetime experts, and/or individuals detalled 
from the partie!pating departments and agencies for assignment to full~tine 
duty or on an ad hoe task force basis. Personnel detailed fer assignment te 
duty under the teras of this directive shall be under the contre] ef the 
Birester, subject only te necezsary personnel procedures within their respective 
dwpartmente and acencies. 


The participating departments and agencies shall afford to the Jirecter 
ard the staff such assistance and eccees to information as may de specifically 
requested by the Director in carrying out his assigned duties. 


The heads of the departments ard agencies cercerned shall exanine ante 
the present arrangements within their departnents and agencies fer the conduct, 
direction and eoordination of psychological operations with a view toward ree 
adjusting or strengthening them if necessary to carry out the purposes of this 
directive. The *eeretary of Sta+« is authorized to effect such read fustuents 
din the organisation established under HSC 59/1 as he deems necessary te 
ancompligh the purposes of this directive. 


‘THis directive does not authorise the Board nor the Director to perform 
any "peychologicsl operations." 


In performing ite functions, the Board shall utilize the maximus: extent 
the factlitices and rescurces of the participating departments and agencies.
